Summary of purpose and/or changestnder current law, metropolitan utility distriqiglUDs)
have the authority to condemn or exercise the p@iveminent domain over utilities systems if
the facilities are within, annexed to, or otherwesasolidated within the city limits of a
metropolitan city. Other utilities providers inetstate also have the authority to exercise
eminent domain over utilities systems in the state.

Legislative Bill 672 amends N.R.S. 8§14-2116 and-§80 to create an exception for wind farms.
Under the provisions of the bill, a community-baseergy project, which is defined as a new
wind energy project or wind farm, cannot be condedhor taken under the power of eminent
domain by a MUD, a municipal electric utility omaunicipal power agency.
